^T'he births and deaths recorded in those towns numbered 
7,423 and 6,591 representing birth and death rates of 22-1 
and 19‘7 per ihousand of the population respectively. 

(A) India . — The births and deaths reoorded in towns 
in India were 6,560 and 5,982 giving a birth and death rates 
of 22- 0 and 20 0 per thousand of tho population respeo lively. 
The four towns, namely, Hardwar Union, Hathras, Gaya an 1 
Banaras reoorded high death rates of 60 2, 56 7, 56 0 and 
55 ■ 9 per thousand of the population respectively. The high 
death rates in Hardwar Union, Hathras and Banaras in U. P. 
were mainly due to deaths from fevors and in Gaya in 
Bihar due to deaths from fevers anl smallpox. 

There wero 196 deaths from cholera and 1.20 deaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plague during the week 
under review.
